The applicant asserts that whereas the inventions 
set forth in this application relate to the manufacturing 
stage, the inventions disclosed in document 1 relate to 
the usage stage and are applied to a completely different 
object; thus, the technical implications of these 
inventions are different. In addition, the physical 
configurations of the inventions are different. 
Consequently, it would not be easy to configure the 
inventions set forth in this application in the light of 
document 1; therefore, the inventions set forth in this 
application involve an inventive step. 

However, the inventions both relate to the same 
feature of loading applications onto a card; thus, it is 
thought that a technique that employs pre-registered 
applications, such as that disclosed in document 1, could 
easily be applied when loading applications in the 
manufacturing stage. Likewise, it is considered to be easy 
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to input personal information in the manufacturing stage. 

In addition, it is thought that the form of the 
applications for installation can be designed as 
necessary; therefore, the question of whether or not to 
configure a single integrated application is merely a 
design matter. 

Furthermore, the feature of using a template for 
input configuration is well known (refer to newly cited 
document 2) , and it is considered that this feature could 
be applied as necessary. 

Therefore, it is considered to be easy for a person 
skilled in the art to invent the inventions set forth in 
claims 1-7 in the light of the invention disclosed in 
document 1 . 
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
